Orde told 
Tom North “A fellow can nndersland 
an ordinary spring freshet and knows 
about liow far it will go. but these 
summer tloods are so confounded mys¬ 
terious I can't ligure cut what's struck 
the old stream unless they're having 
almighty heavy rains up near head¬ 
waters." 

Hy 3 o'cliK'k in the afternoon .limmy 
I’ovvers reported a rise since morning 
of six inches. 

"Tom.” said Orde to Ihe old river- 
man. "I'm going lo send Marsh down 
for the pile drivers and some cable.’’

“If this drive giH's out it surely hnsts 
roc.” rcpIitHl Orde. "and I’m not taking 
even long chances." 

A cloudburst in the China creek dis¬ 
trict followeil hy continucil heavy 
rains was responsible for the Increased 
water. The evening papers mentioned 
this only lii(.ldentnlly. Their columns 
were lillod with an account of the big 
log jam that had formed above tlie iron 
railroad bridge. Thg planing mill’s 
booms had given war under pressure, 
and the contents had piled down¬ 
stream against the buttresses. 

Orde slept that night at the booms. 
The water by morning had crept sp far 
up the piles that there began to be 
danger that It would overflow their 
tops. In that case, of course, the logs 
In the booms would also run out. 

Orde set a crew of men to raising the 
height of the piling by tying logs firm¬ 
ly to the bolted timl>ers atop. This 
would take care of an extra two foot 
of water, a two feet beyond all previ¬ 
ous records. Another crew stretched 
the tifteen inch manila cables across 
the field of logs in order to segregate 
them Into several units of mass.

Ifsthe hens are allowed to hatch chicks 
Vrry^arly and before cold weather go 
they will have dilliciilty in raising the 
broods. Some attention must be given 
especially warm nest boxes provided, and 
the hens and their broods must he under- 
shelter. During * very sever weather a 
hen can not keep the chicks siilllciently 
warm unless she Is in a warm location 
and well iirotected. 

selected lot of one dozen hens will 
lay as many eggs as the average farmer 
will care to have hatched, and if the hens 
are mated to a piirc-bred cock he will he 
the sire of all the chicks hatched on the 
farm, thus securing uniformity in the 
coior and general characteristics, instead 
of hai ing chicks of all sizes, shapes and 
colors, and not of characteristic merit. 

The period of a hen’s usefulness de¬ 
pends altogether on the hen. While the 
first year is nsnally the best for egg pro¬ 
duction, it is not always the case, some 
hens laying better the second year. Hut, 
as a mb', one will get the greatest niimher 
of eggs from a given mimhcr of fowls hy 
having the pnllcls hatched early. March 
and April are the best months, so as to 
gel tni'in laying in the fall. 


Hy cooking tobacco leaves in w ater and 
in combination with lye, an extract is ob¬ 
tained which has been found extremely 
eHieacioiis as an insect destroyer in horti- 
cnllnral enterprises. Astonishing results 
have been obtained with flowers and in 
vinevards.—Indianapolis News. 


Editor of the Weymouth (Jazette ami 
Transcript, 

Dear Sir;—The warrant for the annual 
town meeting of the town of Weymouth 
contains a clause calling for the atioliiiim 
of all further permits to allow bnattug 
or tlshing on Weymouth Great I’oiid. 

As one of the dwellers on the shore of 
the pond, I desire to protest against any 
such action. The proposition is nio' .if 
those e.vamples of sentimental seienee. 
which seems to be peculiar to New Fbig- 
land towns and threatens to interfere 
with the comfort and property rights of 
inotfensive eitizens, for the sake of a 
false notion of hygiene. 

Before legistating against the insertion 
of boats and fish lines into the sacred 
pond, why not seek to aiiolish the Ilsh 
themselves, who uniinestionably eontri- 
hute a much larger amount of ImpiirityV 
Or why not line the poml with porcelain 
so as to save the fastidious inliahitants 
from drinking out of a basin of oidinary 
dirt. 

The long and, short of it is tliat the 
water supply is a fetich to w liieli. appar¬ 
ently, some people think it is (iroper to 
sacrillce tlie riglits of all persons, wliellier 
tlie sacrillce really contributes to the pur¬ 
ity of the water, or as in this case, it is 
an imaginary advantage. 

Why not get some expert opinions on 
the subject. I liave made some iminiries 
myself and tlnil that lioating and llsliing 
have about as much power to pollute tlie 
water supply as soap tmlililes would liave 
to overturn Bunker Hill monument. 

On tlie other hand, we lake dwellers 
pay taxes and the only privilege we have 
is that of usinj the lake. Take that away 
from ns and oiir property is practically 
contlscated. We have no sewers, no 
lights, and no police protection. To de¬ 
prive ns of this single advantage wtiieli 
we now receive would be something like 
robbery. The hope of the New Fbigland 
town is the attraction of people by its 
natural beauty, but if New Fngland 
townspeople by their narrow and fanatical 
administrations restrict tlie enjoyment of 
tliese advantages il cannot Imt react to 
tlie detriment of tlie liest interests of Hie 
community.

The hiring of a farmhand ought to be 
regarded as a nio.-t important act; yel 
many farmers are earelesa about the mab 
ter, for which carelessness they, as well 
astlie hired man, are often brought to 
grief. 

In em|)loying a hand one should not be 
loo exacHug as to his aptness and temiier- 
ainenl. Still, we would not bind ourselves 
by any specillc agreemeut to a hand till we 
llrsl had the opporlntiity of observing his 
I'liaracterislics, or knew him by unde- 
uiable reputation or recommendation. 

I'he raising of more bushels of grain 
and tons of hay to the acre from a given 
(liece of land serves only to aggravate the 
matltrof an exhaustion of soil fertility 
iiiiless along with the harvesting of the 
larger yields there goes the adoption of 
;eli methods of culture as will enable the 
soil to maintain its supply of fertilizing 
elements notwithstanding the heavier 
draft placed upon it. 

The fellow w ho has been diiping folks 
in .some of the eastern states through the 
sale of a dope which he claims will render 
(loiiltry immune f.oin the worst ailments 
that alllict them for the rest of their lives 
is llrst cousin to that other chap w ho op¬ 
erated in about the same territory a year 
or so ago w ith a spray mixture the appli- 
calion of which he said would protect 
trees from their several insect and fung¬ 
ous pests for a term of several years.

Those w ho w ish to have the best results 
In breeding should .separate at once their 
best yearling or 2-yfcar-old hens into a 
breeding flock, and put with them their 
best cockerels; all the chicks should be 
hatched from these best selected hens. 
Those who continue to hatch the eggs 
that they have in the house at the time 
the hens w ish to set will continue to have 
an inferior lot of hens, while those who 
select the best hens only for producing 
the . eggs for hatching and mate them 
properly as described, will continue to im¬ 
prove their Hocks and make a greater 
prollt therefrom.—Agricultural Epitomist. 

Fortunately the raspberry, like the 
strawberry. Is not overly sensitive in re¬ 
gard to soil, excepOhat It must not be 
heavy and wet. Any good soil that is 
well drained and that will produce a good 
crop of corn or potatoes will produce a 
good c,op of raspberries. It should be 
deep and porous so as to furnish plenty 
of moisture for the roots during a dry 
season. 

The shaping of a tree should be done w hen 
it is young. The practice of allowing 
useless limbs to grow only to be sawed or 
chopped off when the tree Is large is a 
mistake, as every undesirable limb grown 
deprives the other limbs of so much food 
and nourishment. Begin with the first 
year and train the tree to the shape desired 
leaving only such branches as will be re¬ 
tained later on.'^ 

Lands on the Deleware Peninsala that 
have been farmed for two and a half cen- 
tnries are prodneing larger crop yields 
today than at any former time since they 
were first inrned by the plow. Virginia 
farms that were old when George Wash¬ 
ington was born are prodneing bonntifnl 
crops when skillfully and Intensely culti¬ 
vated. Csmmercial fertllizera are only in 
small part responsible for these increased 
yields. Growing legnmlnons crops, green 
mannriug, deep plowing and better under¬ 
standing of aoil conditions and reqnire- 
menta are the prime factors in soil im¬ 
provement.

Tlie inornins after we .'aile.l fri'iii iln- 
iif Alliens, foiiiiii iis Ihremliiig 
oiir plachl ^>iirse through ihi* lovely 
islands of Ji- j|oniaii .Vreliipelago I poii 
most (>i . len were ruined castles and 
fortresses, perched upon steep hillsides 
overlooking the white plasiereil town 
hugging the sea. Nninerous small sailing 
craft were everywhere. All of them had 
the funny looking triangle sail w hich is a 
survival of the same form carried hy the 
boats of the I.fvant fi.r over a score of 
centitrles. We gazed w ilh rapt iiiteiitness 
at the island of Alydos, .and wondereil 
where Byron g )l his inspiration for his 
beautifni poem We steamed hy Navariiis 
where the naval battle, resnliing in the 
destruction of the Turkish lleei, deter¬ 
mined the antonomy of Crecee. We w ere 
pointed out the hill on which Xerxes' 
throne was placed, and whence the I’er- 
sian King witnessed tlie anniliillation of 
his lleet at Salamis. and. as our collegian 
friends remarked, noted where the wave 
of Kastorn ilispolism rearlieil its furthest 
lioniid. 

.•Vwaytothe North rose the dome of 
.Mount (ilyinpiis, occasional llcccy clouds 
drifting liy its towering crest. One can 
well understand why tlie Crccian mytliol- 
ogist placed tl.e tlirone of Ids .lapiter 
Fonans upon this lofty hciglit. and it rc- 
pilres hilt a slight strctcli of fancy t') 
picture the pagan gods and goddc.'ses as 
seated on tlie soft masses of vapor wliicli 
glided across tl'.*; az.iire skies. Ami if I 
conltl not sec Inno, tlie westering smi 
gave us a glimpse of tlie colors of lier 
favorite peacocl. in the iirillianl siiii 'lays, 
fragments of lainliows, wliieli tlie snn 
painted on the mountain slope I really 
do not wish to i iisli hiU, a more I'erfei t 
day, a calmer se i, a fairer skv could not 
lie imaged. Wt sat on deck all day lia\ing 
luncheon liioiigl t np from the saloon, and 
it was not till V “niis, in the glitter of the 
plant, graced tli • evening sky. that we re‘ 
liictanily went b dow. 

An early call ' ronghl ns heiiine.' to see 
the sliores of .-Vtia ahead of ns. Soon the 
narrow strait of the Dardanelles opened 
before us, and pushing forward, onr boat 
was steaming with a continent on either 
hand. The oliAtone castles whieh once 
proved such ly^^er.se stand picturesiinely 
obsolete, 'r r)>ii^ tic to the other a huge 
chain could lie drawn. .Inst below tins 
we were pointed out tlie spot wliere I.e- 
ander swam tlie Hellespont to call ‘>n 
Hero. Others liave since performed llie 
feat, but none witii so romantic a (piesi. 

In two hours we emerged into tiie sea of 
Marnion, and tlieii for hours the land 
faded into a dull Idur. wliilst tlie yaclit 
plowed through tlie sparkling w aters, ami 
all tile w aters seem almost as lilne as tlie 
deep sea tint of tlie (Inlf stream. YVe 
were pointed out the Prince's I'iands, 
where formerly the surplus lirothers. and 
ambitions sons of tlie Sultan, were kept 
it) safe storage until wanted, sometimes 
for tlie tlirone, but, alas, much more fn - 
cpiently for the silent bow string. 

•Inst before sunset, the densely foliaged 
Seraglio Point w as near at hand. I.ong 
before this we had been gazing with ail- 
miration on tlie fretted line of minarets. 
Slid domes which break the horizon over 
Strombonl. as old ronstantinople is 
called. We could plainly make out the 
mighty walls, erected by the Ponslantine 
from whom the city derives its name. 1 
do not know upon how many hills the 
I'ity stands, but its vast extent spreads 
from h'll-top to hill-top, and tlie higli en¬ 
closing wall, broken by scores of towers, 
dips and rises as it encircles the white 
houses within. Seraglio Point w as once 
the residence of the Sultan's, and its gar¬ 
dens are still enchanting with llowers, 
rare, brilliantly plumed birds and gentle 
deer. But the romance departed w itli the 
hoiiris which once walked in its carefully 
secluded shades. I learn that tlie late 
Sultan had no less than nine palaces, all 
of which were kept in rea'liness for in¬ 
stant occupation. We anchored just at 
dusk oir one of lliese palaces, tlie Dolma 
Batchi, (I don't guarantee the spelling 
and stared our eyes out at tlie latticed 
windows, behind w hich we pictured Ix aii- 
lifiil Circassin odaliscpies. Too tiad, foi ] 
before we slept we found out tliat all tlie 
haven had been removed. 

The waters about us soon were alive 
witli gay caiipies, as tlie wonilerfnliy 
graceful boats are called. They seem as 
fragile as college sliells and the peculiar 
sliding stroke of tlie oars dilfers from the 
sculler's stroke elsew here. Tliese cai'pies 
are esrpeted, gilded and ornamented as a 
(Queen's barge. .lust liefore dark a very 
large cahine pulled by twenty-four oars¬ 
men sped by like the llight of a swalluw 
and as noisetessly. The pilot tolil ns tliat 
this was one of the Snlton's ow n an'l one 
could almost believe that beneath tin- 
gilded canopy at the stern, sat tlie (’ im- 
mander of the Faithful. 

The European town of Para lies atireast 
of us, and here the houses crowd tlie 
steep slopes, the doorw ay of one levi-lling 
the roof of those on the strict below . 
Above us stretches the Bosphorus, separ¬ 
ating Europe from Asia, and the shores 
are lined with marble villas. Across in 
Asia (just think of going from Europe to 
Asia in tlve minutes as the ferry boats 
here do) lies Scutari w ith the huge liospi 
tal built in the lime of the Crimean War. 
There Florence Nightingale established 
the first women's nurse corps and we 
know that to her ministrations was iliie 

tbonsands of lives. 

The constant ripple at o-.ir bows tell of 
the ceaseless rush of the waters of the 
Black Sea towards the thirsty Mediterran¬ 
ean and here, as at Gibraltar, a constant 
fiood is everponring into the sea w hose 
waters are always boiling under the ihii 
sty, scathing winds of the North African 
deserts.. 

But I will not go on longer with ali this 
knowledge. I have acqairetl it so recently 
that I must babble over, hut if you will 
pardon this, 1 will not otfend again, hut 
confine myself to more womanly aitrac 
tions. In my next I hope to tell you of 
the city Itself. Till then, au revoir.

I’arnieis, have yon made preparations, 
this spring, for tlie healthful Inxnries of 
tile garden, its tieli fruits, its crisp, and 
tender Vegetaliles'r If Hot, yon are deliv- 
ing yourselves and families of many of 
the heallhfnl eoiidimeiits wliieli nature 
has kindly pr'ivided, and w hich man has 
collected from various climes and acclima¬ 
ted in your own for your special licm llt. 

Milk, sweet or sour, is a most valiiaidc 
adjunct in the ration f'lr the Hock of 
liens and should lie provided for them 
wlieiiever possjlde. ll fnrilislies them 
food eleiiients in a formwliicli tlicy relisli 
and wliieh is at the same time easily di¬ 
gested ami assimilated. 

Kvery farmer should have and easily 
can .have a small experimental plot of 
ground for testing tin’ soil and ditl’ereiit 
crops. No farmer can ever know the 
highest capacity of his soil till he has 
fertilized a small tiorlion of his land very 
he:i\i!y with a complete balanced mix¬ 
ture of fertilizers, iilanti'd the very lie>t 
of Mi'd, and given llie crop or crops, 
extra good eiillivatioii. 

Slioiild the pores of :i soil remain lllled 
with water a long time after rain, the air 
would lie forced out and tlie roots of the 
crop growing on the land might tic 
smothered. The hest soil is that whiih 
is well drained so that its pores will not 
long remain tilled w ith water even in wet 
weather. This niiaiis that I hi’ sulisoil 
mnsl permit the siirplns water to pass 
tliroiigh it rather easily. 

.\s the result of earefnl experiments in 
the lower Hed Kiver Valley district, 
.State Senator Works is out w ilh a state¬ 
ment in which he summarizes his experi¬ 
ments in clearing foul Helds of weeds, 
and states tliat liarley, wliieh is one of 
.Minne.'ota’s most protltalile crops, is a 
weed destroyer and w ill conserve tlie fer¬ 
tility of lands partially exhausted liy eon- 
tinni'd cropping without rotation. 

Living cells nei d air as well as food. 
The live roots of plants consist of living 
cells not one of wliieh can survive long 
without air The soil mii.-t he porous 
enough to a'l.nit all the air the roots 
nei’d. Kooilets will not grow into clumps 
or clods that are so compact that air can 
not enter th.im. .A soil in tlie right con¬ 
dition for tile ijniek grow th of roots may 
he compared to a wet sponge with air 
eirenlating through its pores wliile tin; 
sutistanee of sponge contains mneli water. 

Cliangealde weather lids month is apt 
t') develop eold.<. Keep a close wateli on 
llie Hock and at once remove an ailing 
iiird frfim the Hock. A warm, dry coop 
or cage and a one-grain i|ninine I'ill each 
uiglil for three nigtits in succession, w ill 
soon tiring tlie bird Itack to good health. 

The liest Imtter is made from cream col¬ 
lected about the same lime. .Mixing 
cream from Itiree or four days' skimming 
is what makes llie texture of butter un¬ 
even and tin; flavor [loor. Keep the dif¬ 
ferent skimmings separate and cliurn 
tliem s' paralely as far as p,)s>it)U;, Ttiis 
re'jnires some more work but it makes 
lietter InittiT. If several skimmings are 
mixi’d stir the mixture well when the 
cream is added. .\I1 cream should be 
freiiiienllv stirred wlieii ripening in order 
to make the ripening progress evenly 
throngli the mass. .AUvays skim milk Ih- 
fore it lieeomes eoagn’ated. 

Ka'li'iies grow very ipiickly, and will 
gel out of the w ay of other plants in time 
to give them an opportunity to pnsli for¬ 
ward. Hence in order to save room ratl- 
ish seed may be sown as they also serve 
to show the rows of plants that are slow 
togrowtii. The Long Scarlet variety is 
one of tile best. In order to have tliem 
crisp and tender they slionhl be pushed 
forw ard as rapidly a,i possible They are 
easily forced in cold frames and every one 
slionid take advantage of sncli opportnni-

.\lthongh Faster is but two weeks away 
the mild weather lias caused retailers of 
shoes lo liegin to display spring styles, so 
the end of the winter sea-*on may he a'- 
sniii' d. Hetail tra'Ie in some places has 
been largely eoneeriied witli sales of ridi- 
tiers on aei-onnl of the rapidly melting 
snow and such goods will tie in demand 
in the more nortlierii seetions of tlie eonn- 
try for several weeks, or until tlie burden 
of snow has disapeared Helailers have 
been caught w itli more winter goods in 
siglil than spring lines.

Dne j 
says ; “ I’iiis lias been a long cold winter. ' 
Women are getting tired of the heavy 
patent leather and calfskin footwear of 
the somiire colors, and they are going to 
take very kindly to Hie lighter shades: 

And yet it was the in^ 
tention lo furce on tlie customers more 
patent hallier and sombre .'hades foi
